In view of the applicant's amendment after final, the amendment will not be entered, 
since it introduces new matter into the claims as follows: 

First amendment to the claims specifies that the elevated temperature is 155°C or less. 
The specification of the present invention teaches range of 130-155°C, while present claims 
encompass values lower than 130°C. 

Second amendment to the claim recites that the pressure is higher than the equilibrium 
vapor pressure of the alkanol containing solvent. With respect to the above, the present 
invention does not disclose anything about vapor pressure. In fact, the specification teaches that 
the solvent is used to dissolve the waste and it is removed by distillation of evaporation. 

Third amendment to the claims requires that the dissolution time is 45 minutes of less. 
With respect to the above limitation, the present invention only teaches that the dissolution time 
is sufficient enough to dissolve waste nylon. The present invention does not provide any 
numerical values and therefore the times listed in new amendment are considered new matter. 

Applicants have also added claims 18-20. These claim contain limitations that are 
considered new matter, since the time limitation for the dissolutions have no support in the 
specification. In addition, these claims were not present during the prosecution of the application 
and have not been given its due prosecution.
